IWAGONER’S LONG. 


ABSENCE DELAYS 
BANKRUPTCY CASt 


Testimony Wanted on Invest- 
ments in Mercantile Concern 
Which Failed for $106,000. 


~ 


Long continued absence from the city 
of Harry E. Wagoner, former president 
of the defunct Wagoner Mercantile Co., 
which is now in the hands of Referee 
in Bankruptcy has prevented 
hearings in the case which were set to 
investigate the concern’s affairs. He 
Was expectetd to be here Oct. 1, to eX- 
plain some financial matters which have 
oeen a puzzle to the firm’s creditors. 

Wagoner, who resided at 5137 Kensing- 
ton avenue, left the city last June, after 
his company had filed a voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy. Several weeks later 
his creditors asked for a hearing anG 
the case was placed in the hands of 
the bankruptcy referee. Attorney John 
B. Carroll was elected trustee by the 
creditors and he set to work to adjust 
their claims. 

Assets Slump Greatly. 

In his petition, Wagoner scheduled his 
liabilities at $106,000 and his assets at 
$175,000. The creditors’ main item of as- 
sets was a mailing list of 300,000 names 
end mailing equipment and appurte- 
nances. This branch of the firm's busi- 
ness represented a large investment, he 
said. The creditors got only $1200 out of 
the mail order department. The com- 
pany’s outstanding accounts netted the 
creditors about $1000 and the stock of 
merchandise and fixtures in the com- 
pany’s Warehouse at Nineteenth and 
Pine streets brought a little more than 
$5000. 

On Wagoner’s claim that the company 
owed to |1im approximately $80,000, At- 
torney Carroll sought to get his affi- 
Gavit setting forth in detail how he had 
invested that amount of money in the 
company’s business. A hearing was 
to have been had in Referee Cole's of- 
fice in July, but owing to Wagoner’s ab- 
sence had to be postponed. 

Attorney Carroll then tried to find 
Wagoner but failed. The trustee was 
informed indirectly that Wagoner would 
probably return to St. Louis late in 
September. Referee Coles then set the 
hearing for Oct. 1 but Wagoner failed 
to appear then and the hearing was 
continued to Nov. 5. 

Last Message by Wireless. 

Relatives and personal friends of 
Wagoner say they believe he is in New 
York trying to recoup his business losses 
but it is said no word has been received 
from him for a month. The last mes- 
sage to reach St. Louis from him was 
a Marccnigram picked up at Sable 
Island which had been flashed from a 
German steamer bound for Hamburg. 

The message merely stated “Details 
from Frankfort,”’ and led recipients to 
believe that Wagoner was en route to 
that city in Germany. 

Attorney Carroll has been unable to 
verify the statement made to him by 
a friend of Wagoner that the latter is 
in the East. He said that if Wagoner 
fails to appear in Coles’ office at the 
next session he will try to find him and 
get his affidavit elsewhere. 

Wagoner is about 40 years old. His 
wife, Mrs. Addie Wagoner, and their 
son, Blewett, who is a champion ama- 
teur pole vaulter and graduate of Yale 
‘18, still reside at the Kensington ave- 
nue address. Mrs. Wagoner said her 
husband's absence from the city is due 
to business matters. 

Wagoner is a son of the late Henry H. 
Wagoner, a prosperous undertaker, who 
left a big estate, part of which is the 
Wagoner Undertaking Co., now headed 
by George C. R. Wagoner, a brother of 
Harry. The remainder of the legacy is 
in real estate, in which the Wagoner 
estate owns equity in a portion and fee 
title in the rest. »

Twenty-Eight Indictments Re- 
veal Irregularities in Every 
City Department.

knowledge of certain city officials, and 
this attracted attention to conditions 
at the city hall, and started the Post- 
Dispatch on ita exhaustive investigation, 
which resulted in the indictments. 
Gambler’s Teams Hired. 

The records of the City Council, to 
which the reporter obtained acress, 
showed that the Street and Health Da- 
partments were being operated at enor- 
mous expense, and that the greater por- 
tion of the expenditures of the Street 
Department were going to three or four 
men who were recorded as being the 
owners of teams at work on the streets. 
It appeared from the records that teams 
were being worked day and night, and 
that they were owned principally by 
John Beaird Jr., gambler, saloon keeper 
and long a political boss in East 8t. 
Louis; Harry le Compte and H. W. 
Rodawald. 

Inquiry revealed that ‘there is no 
Harry le Compte in East St. Louis, and 
inquiry at the residence of Louis ie 
Compte revealed that he owned only 
one team, and that he used that on an 
ice wagon. Louis le Compte is a cousin 
of former City Treasurer E. Fred Ger- 
old, who is the owner of a large num- 
ber of teams. 

H. W. Rodawald, who also was cred- 
ited with working many teams on the 
streets, was a clerk in Gerold’s employ- 
ment. Rodawald testified before the 
g.and jury that he actually owned the 
teams and that Gerold had no interest in 
them. He wus indicted for perjury as 
a result of this testimony. 

The Council record which itemized the 
expenditures of the city was linked with 
the Comptroller’s office, where, the law 
requires, all vouchers and paid warrants 
of the city shall be kept on file. Not- 
withstanding the law, the Council had 
ordered the destruction of these records 
which contained the only actual proof 
of the expenditures. 

The Council, of whose lb members 14 
were indicted Wednesday on charges ol 
a $25,000 conspiracy to defraud, previous- 
ly had instructed its Finance Committee 
to examine the accoints of all depart- 
ments.’ This committee selected one of 
its members to make the examination. 
He was Joseph A. Fansler, who three 
months later confessed to State’s At- 
torney Webb and a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he had accepted bribes for 
his votes on public utility franchise 
grabs. 

Fansler in a week reported that all de-

and the Council then adopted an ex- 
traordinary resolution instructing the 
Comptroller to destroy all vouchers and 
fwarrants. 

Post-Dispatch Saved Records. 

The discovery of this resolution before 
its provisions had been carried out and 
‘ts publication in the Post-Dispatch re- 
sulted in an overwhelming public de- 
mand that the records be preserved. 
Mayor Chamberlin issued an order that 
the vouchers and warrants should be 
guarded garefully. 

An examination of them, however, re- 
vealed that many of them had disap- 
peared from the vaults of the Comp- 
troller’s office. 
ever, to provide concrete evidence for 
presentation to the grand jury. 

They revealed to the Post-Dispatch 
reporter who examined them that the 
customary proceeding in the payment 
of bonds and coupons for public im- 
provements was to issue to the Treas- 
urer, Gerold, a warrant for the amount 
due to bondholders, That completed the 
record of the transaction. There was 
nothing on the warrants or vouchers to 
show the numbers of bonds or coupons 
paid, and there was no trace through 
official records of the names of the 
holders. 

In public improvements in East &6t. 
Louis, the city issues bonds to the 
amount of the estimated cost of the 
improvement, and is repaid by assess- 
ments on the property benefited by the 
improvement. 

Under the law each of these im- 
provement funds is a’ sacred fund to ve 
devoted only to the improvement for 
which the bonds are issued. Examina- 
tion of the Treasurer's records <howed 
that money had been used from these 
funds to pay gurrent bills of the city, 
and that many thousands of dollars, 
through one avenue or another, hud 
gone into the pockets of officlala. At 
the time Gerold’s term of office expired. 
it was found, it is alleged, that he had 
diverted more than $31,000 of these spe- 
cial funds. The city has pending a 
suit to recover this gponey for the spe- 
cial funds. 

Mayor Sigued With Rubber Stamps. 

The system under which moneys are 
paid out in Hast St. Louis requires that 
a voucher shall be issued for the 
amount, and that this voucher shall 
bear the indorsement of the Comptroller 
and the head of the department under 
which the expenditure comes. It then 
goes to the Council, where the Claims 
Committee passes on it, and the chair- 
man adds his O. K. It then goes back 
to the Comptroller, who issues and 
signs.a warrant for the amount. The

CHARTER BOARD 


FAVORS 1-HOUSE 
UITY ASSEMBLY 


Freeholders Likely to Decide on 
Modern System, Possibly at 
Tonight’s Meeting. 


ALOE 


QUOTES EXPERTS 


Says They Favor Single, City 
Legislative Body—Probable 
Charter Provisions. 


One of the paramount questions in the 

framing of the proposed new city char- 
ter—whether the Municipal Assembly 
shall be comprised of one house or two 
houses—will be taken up for considera- 
tion and possible determination by the 
Board of Freeholders at Thursday 
night’s meeting. 
' After months of investigation and pub- 
lic hearings at which speakers were 
urged to express their views on this sub- 
jeet, the 13 members of the board have 
arrived at a conviction as to whether 
it is desirable to retain the existing two- 
house system or provide for a one-cham- 
ber Assembly. The expert advice of 
municipal authorities from all sections of 
the country has been that St. Louis 
should adopt the modern one-house sys- 
tem, and that is what the board likely 
will do. 

The members of the Board of Free- 
holders have arrived at fixed conclusions 
on some of the other big problems. It 
seems quite probable, in view of their 
known opinions, in the proposed charter 
they will insert provisions for: 

Concentration of power and re- 
sponsibility in the Mayor. 

A practical merit system for the 
elimination of party politics in mu- 
nicipal affairs. 

An easily applied initiative, refer- 
endum and recall, conferring direct 
legislative powers upon the people 
and vesting in them the authority to 
remove derelict public officials. 

A short ballot to enable the people 
to exercise greater discrimination in 
the selection of their public officials. 

Aloe Favors One House. 

Louis P. Aloe, one of the most active 
members of the Charter Commission, in 
an interview with ‘a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday, said he had become 
convinced that the Municipal Assembly 
should be comprised of but one house. 

‘“‘My impression is,’ said Aloe, ‘“‘that 

the board will be practically unanimous 
on this question. The one house cham- 
ber is the modern system. It has been 
or is being adopted in all progressive 
cities. I did not make up my mind 
on this question until I had consulted 
numerous municipal experts, and had 
studied the progressive charters of other 
cities. 
“Without a single exception the ex- 
pert opinion of the country favors the 
one-house system. Recently I sent Jet- 
ters to many experts asking them for 
their opinions on this subject; also, huw 
many members, in their opinion, there 
should be in the assembly of a city of 
700,000 people, and whether the mem- 
bers should be elected at large or by 
wards or districts. 

Experts Have Been Consulted. 
“Among the men I consulted were 

William Dudley Foulke of Riciinon4, 
Ind., president of the National Munici- 
pal League; John A. Fairlee, professor 
of political science of the University of 
Illinois; Herbert S. Bigelow of Cincin- 
nati, chairman of the Ohio Constitu- 
tional Convention; Isador Loeb, dean 
of the faculty of the Missouri Univer- 
sity; Leo 8S. Rowe of the University of 
Pennsylvania, president of the American 
Academy of Political and Social NSci- 
ence; Brand Whitlock, Mayor of Tu.e- 
do; Clinton Rogers Woodruff of Phil- 
adelphia; Richard S. Childs of New 
York, secretary of the National Short 
Ballot Association; Charles A. Beard. 
assistant professor of politics of Colum- 
bia University, New York: William {. 
Glasson, professor of political econo- 
my of Trinity College of Durham. N. 
Cc., and Clyde L. King, instructor of 
political science, of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

‘Without exception, these experts ad- 
vised the one-house system. There was 
some difference of opinion as to the 
number of members of the Council and 
the method of election, but the prepon- 
derance of opinion was in favor of a 
small house, say of 9 to 15 members. 
Most of the experts favored election at 
large, but some advised the election of 
part of the members at large und part 
by districts. 


Favors Great Power for Mayor. 
“The one-house system has worked 
well in other cities. It is opposed by 
some local politicians, but the universal 
opinion of men who have studied the 
question in the light of modern needs, 
favors the one-house assembly. 

“My present view is that the Free- 
holders will write a very progressive 
charter. I belleve the people of St. 
Louis will accept it when they under- 
stand how badly it Is needed to give us 
thoroughly efficlent and progressive 
municipal government. 

‘“‘As to the Mayor, if we had the power 
to do what I think best for the city, 
I should favor an ornamental Mayor and 
the employment of a general manager 
for the city at a salary of not less than 
$25,000 a year. We would then get real 
municipal government; and full value 
for our money. But as we cannot do 
that under the limitations of the State 
Constitution, I am in favor of giving 
the Mayor great power and holding him 
strictly responsible for good government. 
“The merit system undoubtedly will 
be provided for in the new charter. I 
have been active in political life and I 
know from practical experience that the 
merit system is an essential element fn 
efficient and economically administered 
city government.

“As to the initiative, referendum and 
recall, I have heard no objection to them 
from amy members of the Charter Com- 
mission. Failure of the former Board

soned 100 Men on Ship, 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., Oct. 23.—Today 
marked the opening of the defense in 
the trial of Mrs. Jennie May Eaton for 
the murder by poison of her husband, 
Rear Admiral Joseph G. Eaton. 

The defense will occupy about three 
days in the presentation of evidence. 
Several prominent naval officers who 
were’ acquainted with Admiral Eaton 
during his activé service are expected 


ito testify as to his habits while in the 


navy. Among them, it is understood, 
will be Rear Admiral Charlies E. Clark, 
retired. 

Most of the evidence yesterday dealt 
with statements said to have been made 
by the defendant in letters and conver- 
gations regarding the Admiral’s alleged 
habit of dabbling with poisons and his 
alleged susceptibility where women were 
concerned. 

Says He Poisoned 100 Men. | 

The last witness, Ralph P. Keyes, hus- 
band of Mrs. Eaton’s older daughter, 
June, testified that he once heard Mrs. 


Eaton tell his wife that the Admiral had | 


put away more than 100 men on his ship 
at one time by means of poison. 

Keyes said that the particular con- 
versation referred to took place on the 
night of Wednesday, March 6, three 
days before the Admiral’s death. Ac- 
cording to the witness, Mrs. Easton 
came to his home in Medford to see 
June on that Wednesday and as the lat- 
ter had left for Assinippi to. visit her 
mother, Mrs. Daton remained in, Med- 
ford until June returned home that 
night. 

In the conversation which ensued be- 
tween the mother and daughter, Keyes 
testified that he heard June say she had 
just had a talk with the Admiral in As- 
sinippi and that he told her he wag go- 
ing to Europe soon. 

Mrs. Eaton Returns Home. 

June aiso said, according to her hus- 
band’s testimony, that the Admiral 
asked her whether she cared if her 
mother and her husband were put out 
of the way. 

“I'll have to go down and look after 
him,’’ was Mrs. Eaton’s comment in re- 
ply to June’s story, as Keyes heard it. 

Keyes testified that Mrs: Eaton went 
to Assinippi the next morning. The Ad- 
miral died on the following Saturday 
morning. 

The prosecution contends that the first 
dose of poison was given to the Admiral 
on Thursday. 

Keyes further said Mrs. Eaton de- 
clared thet the Admiral punctured her 
arm with hypodermic needles while she 
slept and that one of her front teeth 
Was loose because the Admiral had in- 
jected something into her jaw. 

In cross-examination Keyes said that 
he had heard Mrs, Eaton make such 
remarks ag these frequently and not 
merely on the one occasion mentioned 
just before the Admiral’s death. 

Eaton’s Will Introduced, 

The District Attorney's attempt to ask 
questions about the parentage of a child 
‘adopted by Mr. and Mrs. Keyes was 
frustrated by Chief Justice Aiken, who 


declined to allow the witness to answer. 


At the conclusion of the testimony 


| the prosecution put in several] exhibits 


among them the will of Admiral ‘Eaton. 

This gives the bulk of his property to 
Mrs. Eaton. In the event of her death 
everything is to go to her younger 
daughter, Dorothy, with the exception 
of a bequest of $5000 to June Keyes. 

A number of letters alleged to have 
been. written by Mrs. Eaton at various 
times, in which thé Admiral was pic- 
tured as an insane man, with a mania 
for poisoning, were read by the prose- 
cution.

The attitude of the bankers towards the meas- 
ure may have been considerably modified by the 
knowledge that Senator Reed had ideas for a 
banking and currency measure more radical than 
those @€mbodied in the Glass-Owen Dill.

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TWO WAYS OF DOING IT. 

When private promoters sought a Federal fran- 
chise to use the water power in the. Mississippi 
River at Keokuk, they promised to supply electric 
power, for a large tributary region, cheaper than 
it can be generated from coal. - Keokuk, Burling- 
ton, Hannibal, Alton and other cities ia the magic 
zone were to vie with St. Louls in making it the 
basis of a vast industrial development. 

The Post-Dispatch, on Sunday, told how this 
bright vision has faded; how this hope has been 
cheated; how, so far as St. Louis is concerned, 
the big saving in cost of producing power has 
been grabbed by a little syndicate of capitalists, 
to-wit: James Campbell, Festus J. Wade, Breck- 
inridge Jones and associates. 

By organizing a little vest pocket company to 
jbuy current from the Keokuk plant at 41-2 mills 
per kilowatt hour, and then selling it to St. Louis 
street railway and electric lighting companies, 
which they control, at 61-4 mills per kilowatt 
hour, these ingenious gentlemen have contrived 
to absorb, for themselves, St. Louis’ share of the 
waco of the Keokuk power factory, to the tune 
of $250,000 a year for 99 years.

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GRAPPLING WITH ENGLISH LAND EVILS. 

Having planned to give out by piecemeal the 
details of the legislation to “free British land 
from landlordism and get the peorle back on it,” 
Lloyd-George presented only a bare outline of the 
scheme in his speech at Swindon. This outline, 
however, has unexpected features and is of in- 
terest wherever the thoughtful are giving atten- 
tion to the great problem of the land. 

The feature he emphasized is a department of 
cabinet rank to assume the duties of the Board 
of Agriculture and, in addition, an almost plenary 
authority in carrying out the new program. This 
Minister of Lands will fix on the one hand a min- 
imum wage and reasonable hours for farm hands, 
and on the other a maximum rental. Increases 
in* wages will comme out of the landlord rather 
than the farmer. Large resources will be devoted 
to a conservation policy looking to the acquisi- 
tlon of waste and unutilized lands and their im- 
provement under intensive agriculture or foresta- 
tion. 

A purchase plan similar to Ireland's is fore- 
shadowed in the promise of a “bit of land of his 
own” for laborers, but is subordinated in this 
speech. This is indispensable in splitting up the 
large holdings. Heavy’ penalties on lands re- 
served for game preserves are hinted at. Not the 
least important feature in the program is author- 
ity vested in the Minister to free the large 
amount of land entangled in chancery litigation. 

In a country with England’s conditions, no cam- 
paign cry could be more attractive than “get the 
people back on the land.” It is a cry that will 
mightily stir this country at no distant date if 
the present ratio of increase in farm tenants con- 
tinues. 
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The Pankhurst “frost” is a popular rebuke 
of the authorities for their fear that the militant 
leader might cause trouble. 
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BARBARY COAST DAUGHTERS. 

The clean-up of San Francisco's “Barbary 
Coast” seems to have been better devised than 
most other clean-ups of similar districts. Some 
pains were taken to ascertain the plans and pro- 
vide for the future of’ the unfortunates compelled 
to seek a different place of residence and a new 
way of living. Of 303 women who were asked 
about their plans, only a very small number ex- 
pressed a determination to continue the careers 
in which they had been interrupted. 

However, 30 were without any definite plans 
and “undecided.” In the absence of guardjan- 
sliip, doubtless many of them would return to the 
old life. Those who wisely decided to become do- 
mestics numbered 37 and 17 more had chosen to 
become waiters, chambermaids, etc. Several had 
the equipment enabling them to be reclaimed to 
the newer professions like those of stenography 
and telephone operator. 

But of the entire 303 only 16 had any idea of 
returning to their former homes. It is not possi- 
ble that all of the remaining 287 young women

Veteran Cuban’s Defeat by! 
Benny Allen May Be Begin- 
ning of End as Champion.

In the opinion of Charley Peterson, the 
Connie Mack of the cue world, Alfredo 
De Oro, the Cuban wizard, who recently

De Ore Calls Wrong Balls. 

Twice in the open block De Oro called the 
wrong ball because of the peculiar striping. 
Allen promptly filed a protest which was 
allowed, and De Oro, amazed at his own mis- 
take, became rattled, and later missed com- 
paratively easy shots. After the second 
block De Oro insisted on a new set of Dalls. 


Under the rules the referee was not allowed 5 


to change tho racks without the consent of 
beth’ players. However, Allen, very gener- 
ouscly submitted to a changa, but this con- 
cession seemsd only to further distract De 
Ong, who never before had asked for quarter. 
Allen then won, going away.
